He stated that vrhile he v/as obtaining his gasoline, the 
attendant voluntarily comjuented upon statements being made by ALGER HTSS 
at that tlnie during his appearance before the House on Un-American 
Activities Committee in V/ashington, D»C. concerning HISS» denial of making 
a trip to Vermont^ with C!!A1^.B!^PS. Mr. LOVf^'AN said that this attendant 
nhose identity he' cannot recall, advised that he had seen both HISS and 
CHAI.'iBURS in that area on many occasions. *^;r, lO^'fMAN vms not able to 
amplify these observations any further. 

In qucstioninj'. ILt^ IX)V1I;AI\ ^oncerninp th^., location of the above 
filling station, he stated that he was nbt svire \7hether or not he stopped

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i -.llr, LOVBllAN^^tated that St* Johnsberry is located approximate 

3(| miles from i^ike, Vermont, where he was staying and estimated that 
St^^ Johnsberry may have been 75 miles froi^>'etersboro, Vermont, where 
CHiLMffiIRS stated he went with ALGER KISS'<r K:r. IOVE^'AI; admitted it was 
entirely possible that the impression ihtended by the filling 'station 
attendant was that ALGER HlSSr may have been known to inhabit that area, 
St. Johnsberry, but said th^ he' was under the impression that he was 
referring to both CHAi:BERX^nd HISS when he made the above stated

In response to a previous call from Mr. H. B, J^letcher lu -' ASA e*^ - ■ i ^- — 
Whelan this afternoon, (the writer called Mr. Fletchpr and advised him that 
upon termination of the cross examination of HlSS^defense attorney STRYICER 
made tvro motions; He requested the court to dir^t the government to turn 
CTver to the defense the Grand Jury testimony for all the days on which KISS 
testified and on whiich he was cross examined by Murphy, and during which 
cross examination Murphy referred to and read parts of HISS's Grand Jury 
testimony. I explained to )Ar. i'Tetcher that, during the cross examination 
of HISS, Murphy, to point up HISS'S inconsistent statements, had read 
numerous questions and answers of the testimony of HISS taken on the 
occasion of his appearances before the House Committee and on his several 
appearances before the Grand Jury. The judge ruled that the government 
should turn over the complete day's testimony, as requested by STRIKER. The 
judge ruled that since Murphy had questioned HISS and had read from part of 
his testimony on a certain day, the defense was entitled to read all the 
Grand Jury testimony of HISS on that day. The days involved were March l6j 
l^cember 7, 10, 13, 14, 15, 1948. 

STRIKER also made a motion requesting that Murphy turn over to 
the defense all copies of any FBI reports which Murphy had utilized in his 
cross examination of HISS* An ensuing 'argument developed that Murphy had 
utilized only one FBI report, namely a memorandum 'dated at the Bureau March 
25, 1946, which set forth HISS'S interview with Assistant Director D. M. 
Ladd. Murphy objected strenuous!;^ to turning over this report and pointed 
out that he had questioned HISS on notes made by him which were taken from 
his reading of the FBI report • He pointed out to the judge emphatically 
and forcefully what his position in the matter was and that he had no 
appeal from his ruling and he asked the judge to reconsider the matter. 
Without specifically mentioning the citation of the Attoiney General's 
rule relative to turning over FBI reports, it was apparent that Murphy 
was referring to the departmental policy and it was apparent that the judge 
was aware of the grounds on which he was objecting to turninj^^ over the FBI 
report* 

Mr. Fletcher inquired as to whether the report had actually, as 
of this moment, been turned over to the defense, and I advised him that opurt 

yf^ in a* 15 minute recess but that I would check and call him J&ack#^--5u]^er::. - 

qt*ently I advised him that upon court reconvening, the governajeiiijtjirne^^ 
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ovir all the Grand Jury testimony and the FBI report as directed, and th^t 
Murphy had offered all thes'e natters into evidence. STRIKER objected most 
strenuously and the judge withheld his opinion until tomorrow morning as 
to whether these documents wculd be accepted.

on the second floor and this company started business September 1, 1938. 
CATlETT's testijmony indicates that he went to a typevo-iter store that was on 
the ground floor. Investigation 'has indicated that the Woodstock Typewriter 
Company, frorri May 1 to approximately September 1, 1938 occupied the ground 
floor of a building at 1528 K Street, N. W. This morning Washington Field 
office was directed to communicate with 7/ALTga.N, HEEB^^ce president of 
the TYLER & HJIHERFORD REAL ESTATE COMPANYprequesting his appearance in New 
York at 10:00 am July 5 next, with thB records of the rental space to the 
Woodstock Typewriter Company. This afternoon, Washington Field has advised 
that HEEB is in New York City in response to a subpoena from the HISS 
attorneys* It is believed that this is a tactical .move on the part of the 
HISS attorneys Va prevent the government from usin^j this individual as a witness 
to establish the rental to the 7/oodstock Typewriter Company of space from 
May to September, 1936, which would be advantageous to the government's case.

On^Jime 29, 1949, AUSA l^urphy requested that former Secretary of ^. 
State Bymes^be interviewed in connection Tirith the testimony given by ALGER mSS'^ 
the previous day relative to Byrnes* request that HISS see the FBI in connection 
with Communist accusations made against him, HISS. 

ASAC '^elan requested that the writer make this telephone call. There- 
after the writer talked with ASAC Noel Wright at the Savannah Office and advised 
him that the Government prosecutors were desirous of having Vr. Byrnes inter- 
viewed at his residence. Isle of Palms, Georgia, in connection with his recol- 
lection of a conversation had between Byrnes and AIGKR HISS in connection with 
the latter*s interview with the FBI on March 25, 1946. 

On the evening of June 29, 1949, a teletype was received from the 
Savannah Office reflecting the interview had with Wr. Byrnes on that date. 
Vr# ^^irphy was advised of the contents of this teletype' and he suggested that 
the Savannah Office immediately telephonically communicate with Mr. Byrnes and 
ask him whether he would appear as a GtTvemment- witness on Firiday or Tuesday 
next, whichever would be most convenient for him, and ^t hat he would be given a 
subpoena upon his arrival in New York 'City. 

By teletype June 29, 1^49, the Savannah Office advised that Byrnes 
had been contacted and that he had indicated he did not believe his testimony 
would be of benefit to the Government after cross examination by the defense. 
He advised that the HISS attorneys had written to him asking him to be a wit- 
ness in this case, but ha had purposely not answered these letters. Ho sug- 
gested that Vr. Murphy telephonically communicate with him at his residence, 
telephone number Charleston 29-5128, in order that he, Byrnes, could make his 
position clear with Mr. Murphy* Mr. Murphy was advised of this latest develop- 
ment on the morning of June 30, and he stated that he would call Vr. Byrnes 
some time today. 
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
